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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. In one aspect, the claims are broadened to no longer 
require that a "central" portion having an upper surface extending across the cavity and 
configured to lie just below red blood cells. Thusly, prior art not disclosing the "central 
portion" would need to be considered if the proposed amendment were entered. A new 
issue concerning the upper surface being intended to be "in contact with" a top layer 
intended to being present in the tube is aiso raised.
